(b) Consider when visual screening, conplete eye exans, or both
shoul d take place in preschool or kindergarten through high school in
order to ensure children are best prepared for the |Ilearning
envi ronment ; and

(c) Consider what screening techniques would be appropriate in a
school setting.

(2) In developing the recomendations, the departnent of health

(3) The work group shall nake a prelimnary report to the
